When Gerald P. Nye, 33-year-old 
newspaper editor, yesterday was 
promotde from the position of sen- 
ator designate, from North Dakota, 
to senator from that State, the 
ranks of the antiworld court advo- 
cates in the upper branch received 
an addition. 
His seating by a vote of 41 to 39, 
and in the face of opposition of so- 
called administration senators, was 
made possible through votes of no- 
table opponents of internationalism. 
For instance, Senators Borah, Reed, 
of Missouri, and Johnson, of Calj- 
fornia, announced themselves in his 
favor. And, while he had the back- 
ing of the majority of the Demo- 
crats who are claimed for the court 
resolution, it was agreed that it was 
Mr. Nye’s public announcement 
that he is unalterably opposed to 
the internationalism policy as rep- 
resented by the court, that got him 
the votes needed to give him the 
seat made vacant through the death 
of the late Senator Ladd. 


First Big Surprise. 


This was the first big political 
surprise of the present session of 
Congress. The compelling influ- 
ences were political, while the 
world court was one of the fore- 
most. Others, naturally, was the 
fear of many Western Republican 
senators who will be candidates for 
reelection next fall, of offending 
progressive Republicans and insur- 
gents in their States, by denying a 
State complete representation in 
the Senate at a critical time; the 
feeling of the Democrats that by 
seating a Farm Labor senator they 
might embarrass the Republican 
majority, and the view of some sen- 
ators that, after all, a senator is a 
dual State and Federal official. 
The fight to seat Nye has been 
one of the most dramatic in the 
history of the Senate and, inciden- 
tally, reverses long-existing prece- 
dents of that body. When he came 
to Washington, at the outset of the 
present session, it was accepted 
that he had been named only to be 
turned down. It even was suggest- 
ed that in appointing him Gov. 
Sorlie of North Dakota made the 
designation only in order that he 
would be able personally to become 
a candidate at a regular election 
which he already had called. The 
governor, the reports which reached 
the Capital stated, was inclined to 
believe that rejection of his ap- 
pointee would furnish justification 
for his own entrance into the race 
and might insure his election. 


Minority Report Adopted. 


Whether there was merit in this 
Suggestion was not known, al- 
though there were a number of 
regular Republican senators who 
let it be known they thought it the 
best strategy to invite Nye into the 
Republican caucus and to seat him. 
Opposition to this suggestion de- 
veloped immediately, especially 
when the senator designate let it 
be known that he had no intention 
of supporting the Republican regu- 
lars or of accepting committee des- 
ignations from them. Then the 
Senate committee on privileges and 
elections took active charge. A ma- 
jority report, written by Senator 
Guy Goff, of West Virgfhia, and 
based entirely on legal grounds, 
recommended that Mr. Nye be re- 
fused a seat. A minority opinion, 
fathered by Senator Stephens, of 
Mississippi, was presented which 
accepted the appointment by the 
governor as legal in every way and 
approved the seating of the senator 
designate. It was this which was 
adopted as an amendment today. 
As s00n as this action had been 
taken, Senator Nye was sworn in 
and took his seat. 

Senator Nye, it is expected, will 
vote on many matters with the Re- 


publican regulars, although on 
many others he can be expected to 
align himself with the Democrats 
and Progressive Republicans from 
the Northwest.

Although Representative Thomas 
L. Blanton, of Texas, the guest of 
the evening, suggested reconsidera- 
tion, the board of trade, meeting

The vote came on the report of 
the board’s special committee on 
traffic and public safety.

J. Pearce Raynor, 
chairman of the committee, stated 
that the section voted down had 
been approved by the boacd of di- 
rectors. The section voted out 
read as foilows: 

“The Attorney General of the 
United States has ruled that the 
traffic director is not a member of 
the police department, nor was his 
appointment subject to civil-service 
rules. This committee believes 
that Congress intended to give the 
director of traffic full charge of the 
making and enforcing of modern 
traffic regulations for the District 
of Columbia. We, therefore, be- 
lieve Congress should be asked to 
make the office of traffic director 
equal with that of a State motor 
vehicle commissioner, at a suitable 
salary, and have him subordinate 
solely and directly to the commis- 
sioners, and that all police officials 
and policemen detailed to traffic 
work should be controlled by his di- 
rect orders and subject thereto. 
Safety in Washington will never be 
obtained by divided authority.’’

Mussolini’s Conciliation Policy 
Has a Sudden Setback;

Rome, Jan. 12 (By A. P.).— 
Premier Mussolini’s careful ma-

Leaders in Motor Industry on 
Committee to Perfect 
Arrangements. 


New York, Jan. 12 (By A. P.).— 
The National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce today authorized the 
appropriation of $10,000,000 to as- 
sure the public and the motor vehi- 
cle manufacturers of adequate sup- 
plies of rubber at reasonable prices. 
It was decided to apply for a char- 
ter enabling the organization to 
produce, purchase and deal in rub- 
ber. 

A committee was named to take 
the necessary steps to organize and 
apply for a charter. The charter 
will be broad in its scope, includ- | 
ing the authority to produce, pur- 
chase and deal in raw rubber ana] 
rubber products, as well as to! 
manufacture automobile tires. | 

The Rubber’ Association of 
America yesterday began the con- 
sideration of a project to promote 
the production abroad of rubber for 
American consumption to offset the 
British monopoly. 


Manufacturers Offered Stock. 


The auto chamber’s plan provides 
that all automobile manufacturers 
will be permitted to take stock in 
the corporation on the basis of their 
production in 1925. Several of the 
largest producing companies imme- 
diately announced they would take 
their allotment of stock. ‘ 

The action today, Alfred Reeves, 
general manager of the chamber 
of commerce, said, was the result 
of the abnormal price of rubber 
which ultimately is paid for by the 
American consumer as 70 per cent 
of the world’s production is used 
in this country. Safeguarding the 
future supply of rubber to meet the 
normal increasing demand for mo- 
tor transportation and prevention of 
excessive prices will result, Mr. 
Reeves said. 

Following the directors’ meeting, 
representatives of the leading auto- 
mobile manufacturers went into 
active session to reduce the plan to 
a definite form for immediate ac- 
tion.

Capper Introduces Bill for 
Home for Guard and 
Patriotic Orders. 


| SUUGESTED BY STEPHAN 


The memories of past wars would 
be merged with the preparations 
for the next under the proposed 
District armory plan submitted to 


the Senate yesterday / by Senator 
Capper, chairman of the Senate 
District committee. (| 

At the instance of Maj. Gen, An- 
ton Stephan, commander of the 
District national guard, Senator 
Capper introduced a bill providing 
for the erection of a memorial ar- 
mory at a cost not to exceed 
$2,000,000. 

In addition to giving the local 
guard an adequate place to drill, 
facilities which it is claimed have 
been long lacking, the memorial 
armory would house patriotic or- 
ganizations, such as the American 
Legion, the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, the Disabled War Veterans, 
the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and the Spanish War Veterans’ as- 
sociation. 

An immediate approp fation of 
$25,000 would be auth wized for 
the preparations of plars and spe- 
cifications. 

The building would be erected by 
a commission composed of the Dis- 
trict engineer commissioner, the 
director of public buildings and 
parks and the guard commander. 
The bill provides that it be lo- 
cated on property owned by the 
Federal government. 

The District would bear 60 per 
cent of the expense of erecting the 
building, while the Federal govern- 
ment would pay 40 per cent. While 
this is the injection of the 60-40 
ratio, supporters of the measure 
point out that the guard is pri- 
marily a Federal charge.

WHEN THEY GET MEASLES. 


HERE did my child catch 
W measles? ‘This question is 

asked a thousand times a 
day by mothers throughout the 
country. Drs. Aycock and Eaton | 
have attempted to answer the ques-| 
tion, in part at least, and for the | 
general run of instar ves. They also 
attempt to answer the same ques- 
tion as to scarlet fever and infan- 
tile paralysis in the same way. 

Their conclusion is that it is the 
6 or 7-year-old child that brings 
measles into the family. Prior to 
that age the children of the family 
are susceptible to the disease, but 
they do not mix up with other chil- 
dren enough to be in mr | danger. 
After that period a lar.e proportion 
of the children are immune to 
ineasles. 

The age period 6 to 7 is that in 
which susceptibility and exposure 
are mixed in just the right propor- 
tions in the: life of the child to make 
him a good vessel for carrying 
measles into the home. We know 
of no way for measles to get into a) 
homie except through a sick child as | 
a vessel. If this theory be correct, | 
the authorities might well concen- | 
trate on the children, say, five or| 
seven years of age in kindergarten, 
Sunday schools and first grades in 
schools as a measure for the control 
of measles. 

After the child has brought mea- 
sles into the home it spreads to the 
other children in the family. Most 
of the measles is in children under 
6. Most of the disease is contracted 
in the home. But neither of thuse 
facts interferes with the importance 
of that first case the child 6 or 7 
who carried the infection into the 
very suspectible group, all of whom 
are thrown together so intimately

Emulate Americans 


Berlin, Jan. 12 (By A. P.).—The 
prevailing method of American 
women in conducting their house- 
holds has been recommended to 
yerman women by Frau Clara 
Mende, on of Germany’s foremost 
women parliamentarians and closely 
identified with the National Associa- 
tion of German Housekeepers. 

“Economy of time and strength”’ 
is the keynote of American hotse- 
keeping, Frau Mende found on a 
visit to the United States, and she 
would have her German sister mod- 
ify and adapt their methods. 

“The German woman is the most

In scarlet fever, when the child 
catches the disease from another, he 
comes down within five days of ex- 
posure. The intervening period in 
measles is ten days. -This jumbles 
the secondary cases of scarlet fever, 
whereas the tendency of measles to 
come in crops most any one can see. 


There is another factor which 
makes the scarlet fever question 
harder to solve. This is the fact 
that a scarlet fever patient may re- 
main infective for many weeks 
while his ear or his throat is dis- 
charging; measles is rarely infec- 
tive longer than ten or twelve days 
after the illness starts.

COUNCIL LEADER AoaAiLs 
FEATURES IN POWER BILL 


W. S. Torbert Calls Trade 
Control and Special Police 
Clauses Dangerous. 


PROTESTS TO ZIHLMAN 


The opposition of the citizens’ ad- 
visory council to certain sections of 
the bill to broaden the District com- 
missioners’ powers is to be taken to 
Congress. 

William 8S. Torbert, who consti- 
tuted a committee of one of the 
council to study the bill, has written 
Chairman Zihlman, of the House 
District committee, pointing out 
that the council disapproved provi- 
sions empowering the commission- 
ers to regulate trades and profes- 
sions and to appoint District civil 
employes as special policemen for 
the enforcement of ‘‘municipal reg- 
ulations in general.’’ Mr. Torbert’s 
letter does not say ther he is 
acting formally for the council, but 
it develops that the commissioners 
in incorporating these two items fh 
their proposal went counter to the 
wishes of the council. 

The council in its consideration 
of the bill voted in favor of giving 
the commissioners the authority to 
use District civil employes for the 
protection of property, but expressly 
struck out the language ‘‘municipal 
regulations in general,’’ he points 
out. 

“There is unfortunately a grow- 
ing tendency toward the creation 
of special classes,’’ said Mr. Tor- 
bert, concerning the provision to 
regulate trades and professions, 
‘with resultant monopoly in the 
right to labor along specific lines. 
I think it will be conceded that 
the regulation of trades and profes- 
sions by public law is justified only 
by the necessity for protecting the 
public in general, and such regula- 
tion for the purposes of creating 
monopolies or exalting social stand- 
ards is contrary to, public policy and 
pregnant with mischief.” 

The provision dealing with spe- 
cial policemen is still more vicious, 
said Mr. Torbert, saying that, while 
the present commissioners would 
no doubt use the power judiciously, 
it would nevertheless place in their 
hands a weapon for the ‘‘vexation, 
if not oppression of the people.”’ 

Organized labor has also aligned 
itself against the bill. Further 
hearings on it have not been set.

Twenty talesmen, called for jury 

service in the Wan murder trial, an- 
nounced yesterday that they were 
opposed to capital punishment, and 
to circumstantial evidence. These 
20 and 12 others were excused, and, 
as a result, there were not enough 
talesmen left from which to organ- 
ize a jury. 
Justice Wendell P. Stafford, who 
is trying the case, directed the mar- 
shal’s office to round up 100 citi- 
zens and have them in court at 190 
o'clock this morning. From among 
them it is hoped to select the jurors 
needed to complete a jury of 12. 

Ziang Sun Wan, the defendant, 
who is charged with killing one of 
three Chinese found murdered here 
in 1919, was in his customary seat 
behind the counsel table when court 
convened yesterday. He seemed 
brighter than he had the day be- 
fore. 


Mother Ignorant of Plight. 


Wan's aged mother in China has 
gone blind since her son’s arrest 
nearly seven years ago, it was 
learned yesterday. Her letters to 
Wan are written by a daughter, 
who also reads to her the letters 
sent. by Wan. 

Wan’s mother is in complete 
ignorance of her son’s plight, it 
was said. She still thinks that he 
is a student here and that the ad- 
dress of the District jail, where her 
letters are sent, is that of a resi- 
dence.
